This  American  edition  is  something  more  than  a  reprint  of  the  third 
edition  of  the  Encycloptedia  Britannica,  on  which  it  is  based,  as  it  con- 
tains much  original  matter,  and  some  of  the  longer  articles  are  writ- 
ten anew,  "by  gentlemen  eminent  in  the  respective  sciences  in  this 
country."  The  article  "America,"  was  entirely  rewritten  by  Jedidiah 
Morse;  and  as  published  in  separate  form,  in  1790,  makes  a  duodecimo 
volume  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  pages,  with  two  maps.  The  article 
"Anatomy,"  was  also  entirely  rewritten,  and,  as  published  separately 
in  1792,  forms  an  octavo  volume  of  four  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
pages,  with  twelve  plates.  The  article  "Chemistry"  was  also  rewrit- 
ten and  published  separately  in  1791,  as  "A  System  of  Chemistry ;  com- 
prehending the  history,  theory  and  practice  of  the  science,  according 
to  the  latest  discoveries  and  improvements."  That  the  scholars  of  this 
country  could  critically  review  and  correct  the  scientific  authorities  of 
Great  Britain  in  these,  and  other  important  branches  of  study,  is  sig- 
nificant of  a  high  standard  of  scholarship.  Five  hundred  and  forty- 
three  finely  executed  copperplates,  illustrating  the  work,  are  by  the 
American  engravers:  Scott,  Thacknra,  Valance,  Trenchard,  Allardice, 
Smither,  Seymour,  and  others.  In  this,  as  well  as  in  other  departments 
of  mechanical  execution,  the  publisher  spared  no  expense.  The  paper, 
of  superfine  quality,  was  manufactured  in  Pennsylvania.  And 
the  types  were  cast  on  purpose  for  this  work,  by  Baine  and  Company, 
of  Philadelphia.  Significant,  also,  of  public  interest,  was  the  publish- 
er's announcement,  on  the  completion  of  the  first  volume,  that  "the 
patronage  of  a  liberal  subscription  made  it  necessary  to  print  double 
the  number  originally  intended."  Notwithstanding  this,  from  various 
causes,  chief  among  which  were,  its  irregular  manner  of  publication, 
and  the  period  of  years  required  in  its  printing,  copies  of  the  work  are 
uncommonly  found  even  in  the  older  and  larger  libraries,  and  all  have 
some  peculiarities  or  defects.  The  original  plan  of  subscription  called 
for  weekly  numbers  beginning  2  January,  1790,  and  this  arrangement 
continued  up  to  March.  The  first  ten  numbers  were  then  combined  to 
form  Part  one,  and  the  weekly  issue  ceased.  Part  two,  completing  the 
first  volume,  was  published  in  June,  1790.  The  plan  of  publication 
was  then  changed  to  a  half  volume  every  ten  weeks,  or  a  volume  every 
twenty  weeks,  bound  in  boards,  optional  with  a  subscription  of  ten 
dollars  at  the  time  of  subscribing  and  payment  for  the  half  volumes  or 
volumes  on  delivery,  and,  under  this  arrangement,  three  volumes  were 
issued  each  year  until  the  work  was  completed  in  eighteen  quarto  vol- 
umes in  1797 — in  the  same  year,  and  in  the  same  format,  and  number 
of  volumes,  with  the  completion  of  the  Edinburgh  edition.  The  irreg- 
ular manner  of  publication  did  not  allow  for  title-pages,  and  proper 
title-pages  for  all  the  volumes,  together  with  an  engraved  frontispiece, 
dedication,  and  preface  for  the  first  volume,  were  furnished  subscribers 
at  the  close  of  publication,  all  bearing  the  date  of  M.DCC.XCVIII,  as  if 
the  work  were  issued  in  that  year.  While  the  tenth  volume  was  print- 
ing, in  September,  1793,  a  fire  destroyed  a  great  quantity  of  the  print- 
ing material,  and  melted  into  a  mass  the  figures  of  the  tables  of  log- 
arithms, which  could  not  be  replaced  in  time  to  form  a  part  of  that 
volume.  When  the  risks  of  publication  are  considered,  the  courage- 
ous and  admirable  manner  in  which  the  publisher  carried  out  the  work 
to  a  conclusion,  gives  the  name  of  Thomas  Dobson,  of  Philadelphia, 
a  high  rank  in  the  book-publishing  annals  of  this  country.  In  1800, 
Dobson  began  the  publication  of  a  Supplement,  in  the  same  manner, 
which  was  completed  in  1803 — the  three  volumes  of  which  bear  the 
date  of  1803  as  the  year  of  publication.

Published  daily,  by  Benj.  Franklin  Bache,  up  Franklin  Court,  in  Market, 
between  Third  and  Fourth- Streets,  Philadelphia.  1790.  fol.  AAS.  HC. 

The  Tuesday  issue  constituted  the  weekly  issue.  An  Index  broadside, 
forms  part  of  the  issue  for  December  30th.  Established  by  Benja- 
min Franklin  Bache,  a  grandson  of  Benjamin  Franklin,  and  con- 
tinued by  him  until  his  death,  from  yellow  fever,  on  the  10th  of 
September,  1798.  In  August,  1791,  the  sub-title  was  dropped  from 
the  heading.  Beginning  with  the  issue  for  November  8th,  1794, 
it  was  issued  as  No.  1.  The  Aurora,  and  continued  as  Aurora  and 
general  advertiser.  Publication  was  suspended,  on  the  death  of  the 
founder,  from  September  10th,  to  October  31st,  and  was  resumed, 
November  1st,  1798,  by  his  widow,  Margaret  H.  Bache,  assisted  by 
William  Duane,  as  editor,  to  November  13th,  after  which  it  was  "Pub- 
lished for  the  heirs  of  Benj.  Franklin  Bache,"  under  Duane's  editorship, 
to  March,  1800.  In  January,  1799,  the  name  was  altered  to  Bache's 
Philadelphia  Aurora;  and  from  August  30th,  to  October  19th,  1799, 
was  published  tri-weekly,  at  Bristol.  In  March,  1800,  William  Duane, 
whose  marriage  to  Mrs.  Bache  had  given  control,  changed  the  name  to 
Philadelphia  Aurora,  and  conducted  it  to  1822.  For  a  part  of  the  time 
prior  to  1820,  the  old  title  of  Aurora  and  general  advertiser  was  re- 
vived; and  a  Weekly  Aurora  was  also  issued.  In  1822,  Richard  Penn 
Smith  purchased  the  Aurora,  and  conducted  it  to  November,  1824, 
when  a  consolidation  was  effected  with  the  Franklin  Gazette,  under 
the  title  of  Aurora  and  Franklin  Gazette,  with  John  Norvell,  publisher 
of  the  Gazette,  as  editor.  Smith  retired  in  1827 ;  and  Norvell  in  1828, 
after  the  Aurora  was  merged,  in  April,  into  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette, 
as  the  Aurora  and  Pennsylvania  Gazette,  published  by  George  Taylor 
and  Company.

In  all 
issues  three  wood  cuts  mark  the  first  pages  of  the  Old  Testament,  the 
New  Testament,  and  the  Apocrypha,  with  ornamental  letters  begin- 
ning each  IJook;  and  the  catch  word  "An"  appears  at  the  foot  of  page 
1012 — indicating  an  apparently  abandoned  intention  of  following  the 
text,  as  in  the  quarto  edition,  with  An  Alphabetical  table  of  proper 
names.  The  fifty  copper  plates  are  all  executed  by  American  engrav- 
ers: Joseph  H.  Seymour,  of  Philadelphia;  Amos  Doolittle,  of  New 
Haven;  and  Samuel  Hill,  and  H.  Norman,  of  Boston.  The  proof  re- 
vision was  principally  made  by  the  Reverend  Aaron  Bancroft,  and  the 
Reverend  Samuel  Austin,  and  to  insure  accuracy,  comparison  was  made 
with  at  least  eight  editions  printed  at  different  times  and  places.

Established  by  George  Roulstone,  formerly  of  Salem,  Massachusetts, 

and  Fayetteville,  North   Carolina,  at   Hawkins  Court  House,  Rogers- 

ville, Tennessee.     In  November,  1792,  he   removed   his  press  perma- 

nently to  Knoxville,  when  the  site  was  laid  out  for  the  capital  city  of 

the  eastern  part  of  the  State,  and  continued  publication  there  into  1797, 

when  it  was  suspended.     In  March,  1799,  George  Wilson  issued  pro- 

posals, in  the  Winchester  Gazette,  for  publishing  a  newspaper,  in  Kuox- 

ville,  to  be  called  The  Observer.     Although  no  numbers  are  known  to 

be  extant,  it  is  probable  that,  in  June,  or  July,  he  began  the  publica- 

tion, in  Knoxville,  of  the  Impartial  Observer.     This  incited  Roulstone 

to  revive  the  Knoxville   Gazette,  and  No.   1   appeared  3d  July,  1799. 

The  futility  of  publishing  two  newspapers  in  Knoxville,  at  this  time, 

soon  led  their  respective  publishers  to  merge  their  interests,  and  on  28 

August,  1799,  appeared  No.  1   of  the  Impartial  The  Knoxville  Gazette 

Observer,  Published  by  Roulstone  and  Wilson.     The  words  "The  Knox- 

ville Gazette"  appearing  within  an  arc  of  rays  in  the  centre,  and  above 

the  motto:     "  Liberty  the  object,  Truth  the  guide."     In   November, 

1800,  the  partnership  was  dissolved,  George  Wilson  removing  to  Jones- 

borough,  Tennessee,  where  he   established   in   November,    1801,   the 

Washington  Newspaper  and  Advertiser;     and  Roulstone  continuing 

publication  of  the  Gazette  until  his  death  in  1804,  when  it  was  con- 

tinued by  his  widow,  Elizabeth  Roulstone,  who  also  succeeded  him  as 

Printer  to  the  State.     Upon  the  death  of  his  former  partner,  George 

Wilson  returned  to  Knoxville,  and,  in  1804,  began  the  publication  of 

Wilson's  Gazette,  which  was  merged  into  the  Knoxville  Gazette  later  in 

the  year,  and  the  latter  continued  by  Wilson,  until  he  removed  to  Nash- 

ville in  1818.

Barker  en- 
larged the  paper  and  substituted  for  its  sub-title:  "A  register  of  gen- 
uine Federalism."  Within  a  year  Barker,  apparently  sick  of  his  bar- 
gain, in  June,  1799,  arranged  with  Dickman  to  take  back  the  Gazette, 
Printing-office,  Bookstore,  Post-office,  and  all,  and  obtained  for  him- 
self a  commission  in  the  army.  Dickman  continued  publication  to 
the  year  1805,  when  he  relinquished  it  to  John  Denio,  who  had  served 
his  apprenticeship  under  him,  and  removed  permanently  to  Spring- 
field, Massachusetts.  Denio  continued  publication  to  after  1810.  The 
Gazette  afterwards  passed  through  several  hands,  and  was  called,  after 
it  was  consolidated  with  the  Greenfield  Courier,  in  the  middle  of  the 
next  century,  Gazette  and  Courier.
